FRANCE. 


The United States Consul at St. Etienne in a recent report, points 
out that, besides the new water supply from the 
Lignon and electric power works belonging to 
the municipality of St. Etienne, which are now 
being constructed, there is another project being studied as a 
private enterprise which concerns the distribution of electric 
power and light not only to St. Etienne, but to all the principal 
towns of the Department of the Loire. 

M. Mallet, civil engineer at St. Etienne, is the promoter of the 
scheme and has great hopes of seeing it realised. The water will 
be taken from high up in the Department of the Ardéche, the 
source being a small lake 14 miles in diameter. Certain artificial 
retaining dams and embankments will be constructed to materially 
increase the reservoir capacity of this lake, so as to guarantee a 
constant supply during extraordinarily dry seasons. The ener 
expected to be derived from the artificial waterfall is calculated at 
20,000 horse-power. 

The Consul adds that all the industries of the region will benefit 
by these undertakings, as the force supplied will be cheaper than 
that of the present steam agency. Authorisation to commence 
operations has been applied for from the French Chamber, and if 
the necessary sanction is given, the use of electricity will be 
largely substituted for steam in that part of the country.

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OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


In his recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 3,170), 

Note Forei H.M. Consul-General at Smyrna gives the 
youber i rea following notes on foreign competition with 
pcr concep British goods in the import trade of that 
in Smyrna Dry district :— 

Goods Trade. ‘In a former report (No. 2,462, June, 1900, 
p. 2) some special notes, compiled from information derived from 
authoritative sources, were furnished bearing on the rise and fall of 
some of the principal articles in which British traders are interested, 
with special reference to foreign competition and its causes. Those 
remarks still hold good, but can be usefully supplemented by the 
following, compiled from data procured from the same sources and 
based on the experience of the past five years. 

“There has been a great rise in water twist and grey yarns 
generally and a fall in coloured yarns, especially red yarns. This 
is accounted for by the dyeing locally of many textile materials 
and the increase of the number of looms. 

‘Grey cloths and prints have also fallen off in favour of Italian 
goods, which appear to succeed owing to the good imitations of 
the British article, the fast colours used, and, most important of 
all, the moderate prices and the facilities accorded for payment. 

‘Oxfords, printed cottons, flannelette, woollen shirts, jute 
carpets and mats, may be specially enumerated as suffering from 
Italian enterprise. 

‘‘ British India also commenced competing in yarns in 1901, and 
has since followed them up with cotton piece-goods, whilst Greek 
and local spinning factories are gradually extending operations. 

“The foregoing facts would tend to show that British manufac- 
turers cannot relax their efforts to struggle against the strenuous 
competition of their foreign rivals, and that by a continuous and 
close study of the up-to-date requirements of the market they 
should succeed. It would seem advisable that they should 
endeavour to procure from time to time a collection of patterns 
of the cotton goods and samples of the cotton yarns supplied to 
this market. This Consulate-General would: be in a position to 
assist them.” 


Further on in his report the Consul-General states that the 

importation into Smyrna of Indian cotton yarns 

Cotton Yarns, is a new feature. It only commenced in 1901, 

and is proceeding apace to the detriment of 

Italian yarns. They are chiefly employed in the knitting of socks 
and stockings and in the weaving of coarse cloth. 

The importation from India of cotton piece-goods, used. for 

underclothing, is still unimportant. (Poreiyn 1 Office Annual Serves,

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1904.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for May, 1904, show an increase in the 
value, as compared with the corresponding month of 1903, of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of British 
produce, but a decrease in the value of the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in May, 1904, was 44,780,0981., 
an increase of 2,864,992/., or 6°8 per cent., as compared with 
those in May. 1903, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
29,917,775l., showing a total decrease of 352,8041. The Exports 
of British produce alone show an increase of 5,0631., or :02 
per cent., as compared with May, 1903, whilst there is a 
decrease of 357,867/., or 6°0 per cent., in the Exports of foreign 
and Colonial merchandise.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
ihe month of May, 1904, amounted to 3,507,585 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 4,117,267 tons, as against 3,196,048 tons 
ettered and 4,300,068 tons cleared in the month of May, 
103. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
wth cargoes during May, 1904, amounted to 2,712,908 tons, 
ani the tonnage cleared to 2,669,968 tons, as against 2,717,858 
tons entered, and 2,689,991 tons cleared in May, 1908. 


VI—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MAY). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the five months ended May, 1904, amounted to 
15,618,192 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 19,364,959 tons, as 
against 14,801,334 tons entered and 18,866,194 tons cleared in the 
similar period of the year 1903.

Patent Office, and which were entered there on the Register, will 
in October next reach their 10 years’ limit, and, consequently, 
expire. Owners of marks who value the possession of trade marks, 
are warned to re-register at an early date. 

The following is the translation of the points to be noticed in 
connection with such re-registration :— 

1. In order to renew the validity of the trade mark it is suffi- 
cient for the registered owner of the mark or his attorney to sign 
a declaration addressed to the Patent Office stating that the 
notification, entered concerning the trade mark and bearing a 
certain consecutive number, is to be renewed. At the same time, the 
fee tor renewal of 10 marks is to be sent, free of all postal charges, 
to the Cashier's Office at the Patent Office. It is not necessary to 
produce the papers proving the registration. The owner of the 
mark receives a communication stating that the renewal has been 
noted in the Register. 
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2. The duration of the protection lasts from the day on which 
the mark is notified: to the Patent Office. The renewal can be 
effected at any time within the 10 years’ period. The new 10-year 
period does not begin on the date when the former 10-year perio¢ 
expired, but it dates from the actual day of renewal. 

3. If the said renewal is not effected within the 10-year period, 
the registered owner will receive a notification that the ownership 
of the mark will cease if, in the course of one month after suwh 
communication, the renewal is not effected and if an additional fee 
of 10 marks (10s.), over and above the fee for renewal, is not 
paid in. 

The registered owner only of the mark can effect a renewal of 
the notification. Those owners, therefore, who have acqtired 
trade marks by transfer, but who have not yet been entered in the 
Register as new owners, will have to send in as soon as possible a 
formal request for the registration to be altered, in order to avoid 
difficulties when the renewal is effected. 





FOREIGN TRADE AND SHIPPING OF CHINA IN 1903 
—(continued). 

The following further particulars of the foreign trade and 
shipping of China in 1903 are in continuation of those published 
on pp. 404-8 of last week’s issue of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” :— 

ITI.—Exports—(continued). 

Exported products other than silk and tea are increasing in 
importance year by year, and now amount to over 50 per cent. of 
China’s.export trade. On fluctuations in the separate items there 
is not much to note. Bristles increased slightly, as did sheep’s 
wool; in these two commodities it is reported from several ports 
that the trade was done under better conditions where the exporters 
had their own cleaning and sorting establishments. Straw braid 
declined a fifth, and in this trade the constantly recurring com- 
plaint is heard of careless and even fraudulent preparation and 
packing ; this is a matter to which the Chinese guilds should pay 
attention. Raw cotton fell off slightly in the quantity shipped, 
due to higher prices and a much reduced import of Indian cotton. 
Matting increased by 20 per cent., owing to increased demand from 
America; inthis trade there were complaints of hasty manufacture, 
but. the matter was promptly dealt with by the Canton guilds. 
Oils, expressed and ossential, fell off in quantity, as did sesamum 
seed. It is to be noted that rape seed, to the amount of 223,031 
piculs in 1902 and 143,144 piculs in 1903, is included in unenu- 
merated. sundries. Sugars fell off to less than half the 1902 
figures ; Kwantung growers, unable to face the increasing foreign 
competition, are said to be planting their sugar fields with other 


crops.

The present Ordinance enacts that “the East Africa Liquor 
Ordinance of 1902 shall not apply to drugs or medicines, or to 
perfumes, scents, or essences, other than Eau de Cologne and 
lavender water, which are imported into the Protectorate and sold 
for bond fide medical or toilet purposes respectively, and which 
contain alcohol.” 

It is further provided that no drug or medicine containing 
alcohol shall be sold to a native except by a person licensed by a 
Sub-Commissioner, and such licence shall only be available within 
the province wherein granted. No fee will be charged for such 
a licence. 

No person shall sell to a native any perfume, scent or essence 
containing more than 10 per cent. of alcohol, except under special 
permit, which may be granted, in individual cases, by the licensing 
authority.

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River and its tributaries. As the land round about the Sea of 
Marmora, into which the Sussurlu flows, is very fertile, the com- 
pany is expected to do a large business. From a place called 
Michalidj, on the said river, perhaps 400,000 sheep are shipped to 
Constantinople annually. Up to the present time these have been 
shipped vid Panderma, which, owing to the circuitous route, makes 
the transportation very expensive and too long. Large quantities 
of corn and beans are also shipped from Michalidj. It is not im- 
probable that the once famous lithographic stone quarries of that 
section, now that cheap means of transportation are to be opened, 
will again come to be worked. A short distance from the Sussurlu, 
valuable timber lands and mineral deposits are said to be found in 
abundance. A large part of the stock in this steamboat company 
is said to have been subscribed for by English merchants.

On the subject of German competition with British coal in the 
Havre District, H.M. Consul-General at that

ee port writes :— ; 

“The Gernian coal is not equal in quality to 
the same grades of Cardiff coal, and, to make it marketable, it has 
to be put through a great deal ‘of washing and screening before. it 
leaves the pit’s mouth. At the present time, I believe, the Germans 
are selling their coal at about 1s. cheaper than Cardiff coal of a 
slightly lower grade. The German syndicate appoints sole agents 
for the sale of its coal in the various towns and districts, so that 
there is no competition among themselves, and they have a direct 
interest in pushing that coal in preference to any other. More- 
over, it is generally noticed that the syndicate pays special atten-

tion to the wishes and requirements of its customers, and its 
agents do their utmost to please them, and therefore it is not to 
be wondered at that they are creating a market. It is, moreover, 
matter for reflection that the Compagnie Parisienne de Gaz should, 
after giving the coal a very substantial trial, by buying 40,000 
tons, have entered into a contract with the Syndicat Westfalien 
for the supply of 250,000 tons of their coal to be delivered at 
Paris. It is contemplated to bring the coal from the mines on the 
Ruhr in huge lighters, which, during the summer months, will be 
towed by sea from Rotterdam to Havre, and then go, by way of 
the Canal de Tancarville and the Seine, to Paris. 

‘The amount of German coal shipped from Rotterdam to France 
in 1902 was 98,118 tons, whereas to the end of October, 1903, the 
amount shipped was 343,750 tons, or more than three times the 
quantity.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,171.)

JAMAICA. 


In a report made to the Trinidad Agricultural Society on the fruit 
Trade in Citrus trade of Jamaica, the following particulars, 
Fruit and Pine quoted in the “ Agricultural News ” (Barbados) 

1 ~ of the 21st May, are given :— 

Per During 1903 nearly 71,000,000 oranges, 
8,011 packages of grape fruit and 8,220 dozens of pines. were 
shipped from Jamaica. The greater proportion is sent to the 
United States, but of late years considerable quantities have been 
put on the English market, and found much favour there. 

Notwithstanding a protective duty of 1 dol. 50 cents per 70 lbs. 
gross in the United States, it seems that the Jamaica growers can 
still make a profit so long as the Florida and California fruit is not 
in season. It is to the English market that the buyers are at 
present looking, but the general complaint is want of more 
frequent shipping facilities. 


GAMBIA. 


In a report on the Colony of the Gambia during the year 1903, 
Cotton drawn up by the Collector of Customs at 
Cultivation Bathurst, it is stated that the experiments in 
. cotton-growing begun in 1902 have proved 
encouraging, especially in the Upper River Districts. About 
150 tons of unginned cotton grown during 1903 have been 
received by the cotton expert this year, and it is hoped that the 
area under cultivation will be greatly extended this season, 


LAGOS. 


The “ Lagos Standard” of 13th April publishes the text of the 
Acting Governor’s recent Message to the 
Cotton Growing. Legislative Council of that Colony, from which 
the following extract is taken :—‘ The Govern- 
ment, being desirous to encourage the cultivation of and to 
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establish a reputation for Lagos cotton in the English markets, 
are importing a large quantity of cotton seed. In a short time it 
is expected to arrive in the Colony and will be distributed to 
agriculturists for the purpose of planting at the best time of the 
year, namely, during the months of June and July. I am informed 
that in addition to the seed from cotton ginned in the Colony 150 
tons will be required for planting purposes, and provision has been 
made in the estimates for a sum sufficient to purchase this quan- 
tity. The yield of cotton compared with recent years will, it is 
hoped, be enormous, and I trust that the expectations of those who 
are in a position to form an opinion, will be realised. The experts 
employed by the Government are not only sanguine but confident 
of success, and I have little doubt myself that in the course of this 
year cotton of the finest quality will be exported. Iam informed 
that the Egba farmers alone intend planting 3,000 acres. Many 
individuals are entering with earnestness into the promotion of 
this promising industry, and much land hitherto neglected and 
thought to be useless is being put under cultivation. An 
enthusiasm has been excited which I have no doubt will be 
attended with much profit to the Public Revenue, to individual 
cultivators, and to all the industrial and commercial interests of 
the Colony. Lagos will, I hope, take a premier position in the 
march of progress along with other West African Colonies.” 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 


A despatch from Beira, dated 31st May, published in the “ Dépéche 
Coloniale,” states that the experiments in cotton 
cultivation in the territories of the Mozambique 
Company have been fully successful. The fact 
that the climate and soil are admirably adapted to the production 
of long staple cotton of the best quality seems now definitely 
established. 

Immense tracts of land bordering on the coast are about to be 
sown with cotton; facilities for transport and labour being assured 
by the neighbourhood of the sea-ports. It is further stated that 
a group of Transvaal financiers has applied for a sub-concession 
of 20,000 acres.

BRAZIL. 


The State of Bahia is almost entirely an agricultural State, yet, 
: according to a recent report by the United States 
ene Consul at Bahia, there is a total lack of modern 
cag eg ™™ agricultural implements. The reasons for this, 
says the Consul, are many, but mainly because 

hand labour is comparatively cheap and the labourer cannot be 
persuaded to use modern implements. Again, farming is chiefly 
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done on a small scale by ‘individuals who cannot afford to invest in 
more expensive implements, or at least are content with present 
methods. 

The agricultural implements in use are a large hoe, a spade, a 
machete, and occasionally a pick. Such implements as cultivators, 

lanters, harrows, and in most sections even ploughs are unknown. 

The Consul adds :—“ I have travelled through the greater part 
of this district and have never seen a plough in use. ‘There are a 
few ploughs, which were imported, but these have been allowed to 
rust and decay from inability to get anyone to use them. No 
modern implements are exposed for ‘sale in the stores. 

There is no grain raised through this section and not sufficient 
grass to supply local demands, so there could be no need for reapers 
and similar harvesting apparatus. 

The only articles which may be classed as in any way related to 
agriculture entering the Bahia market are belting, fencing wire, 
iron pumps, plumbing supplies, stepladders, shovels, spades, wheel- 
barrows, and rain and sun umbrellas.

Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the samople 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,’ containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
